sary as a preliminary to the prac- 
tice of OpiOTsieiry. 
The work oi an Optometrist com- 


prises but two duties—the detec- 
tion of a given error of vision and 
its correction. But if tbef Optome- 
trist discovers (as he often does) 
a condition requiring surgical or 
medical attentioa, he may advise 
accorflingly. 
Being relatively a new profes- 


sion. Optometry is naturally not 
appreciated by the public as it de- 
serves to be. It is estimated that 
in the Fnited States many millions 
of people are constantly in need 
of the services of an Optometrist. 
That Is. this large number of peo- 
ple are deficient visual'y in a man- 
ner that could be rectified by an 
Optometrist. They possess errors 
of vision that should receive atten- 
tion, and in at least half of the 
cases the person is not aware of his 
deficiency. 


That indicates the value of Op- 


tometry to the public, as w« are 
speaking only of deferts of vision 
that the Optometrist is competent 
to correct.
